Buchan, Simpson win by wide margin 


Only 25% of the registered voters turned 
out for the city election Tuesday and the 
two new city councilmen receiving most votes ^ 
were Andrew Roy Buchan and Sam D. 
Simpson. 

Eight candidates vied for two council seats 
vacated when Mayor Clem Bartolai and City 


Councilman Carlyle Griffin decided against 
running this year. Buchan, a civil engineer, 
had by far the largest number of votes — 1029. 

Simpson, a retired businessman and active 
volunteer, came in second with 631 total votes. 

Third man on the vote totum pole was 
Kenneth A. Kneale, Sr. with 448 and fourth.

David A. May, had 362. David Loera came 
in fifth with 225 votes; Nancy Lutes Sevison 
was sixth with 216 votes. Seventh place went 
to Tracy Pavid Hoffman with 180 and Bob 
D. Thompson came in eighth with 54 votes 
cast. 

Nancy S. Shollenberger, executive sec¬ 
retary, who ran unopposed for city clerk 
had 1215 votes cast for her. Douglas C. Berk¬ 
shire, retired, appointed incumbent for city 
treasurer received 1197 votes. 

A breakdown of the precincts follows in 
graph-form. Precinct 1 (1 and 6) consists of 
the residents in the western part of Sierra 
Madre. Precinct 2 (2 and 13) is the middle 
and northwestern Sierra Madre; and 3 (3 and 
4) is roughly the canyon area. 

Precinct 5 is East Grandview and Liliano; 
7 (7 and 16) are midtown eastern; Precinct 
10 (10 and 11) are midtown western; and 12 
(12 and 15) are eastern Sierra Madre. 

Roy Buchan told The News, “I really 
want to thank everyone for the support I re¬ 
ceived. I had a heck of a good team behind 
me and the results are obvious. I want to 
congratulate all the other candidates on the 
type of campaign they ran. There were no 


vitriolic comments, no nasteness. Everyone 
acted like gentlemen and lady. 

‘‘My goals remain the same — financing; 
deferred maintenance to city facilities and the 
downtown area where sales tax is diminishing 
continuously. I’m going to try to give people 
the representation I promised. I pledge re- 
sonsive availability; impartiality, and efficient 
fiscal responsibility.” 

The News interviewed Simpson at the 
victory party for over 1(X) at his home fol¬ 
lowing final word of his win and he said 
he was elated and was looking forward to 
serving. ‘‘I want to thank all the people for 
supporting me.” 

What was first on his agenda as a city 
councilman? ‘‘I’m going to start on the water, 
cleaning up the settling basins, that’s the first 
item on my agenda. Number 2 is cable TV, 
then I’ll look into patching the streets and 
trimming the trees. I want to find out some 
of the problems we’re having — find out 
more of what I know about now.” 

The new city councilmembers are to be 
sworn in at the Apr. 17 meeting and their first 
night as bona fide councilmen is Apr. 24.

Light agenda 
brings councii 
to iight decisions 

Tuesday evening’s City Council meeting was 
one of the shortest in the history of proceedings 
in Sierra Madre because of the light agenda and 
excitement mounting over the election for two 
new city councilmembers. 

National Library Week and weed abatement 
are “in” these days as witnessed by the council 
decisions. 

A hearing is scheduled for Apr. 24 to declare 
certain areas open for removal of weeds. About 
50 areas have been noticed by Sierra Madre Fire 
Inspector Bill Kramer and continuing action has 
been scheduled for abatement. 

Councilmembers went into closed session to 
discuss Group W cable TV with Litigation At¬ 
torney Henry Barbosa, then returned to the open 
meeting 45 minutes later only to adjourn to an 
Apr. 13 meeting at 5 p.m. with Barbosa. 

Lengthy discussion concerning Memorial Park 
restroom graffiti resulted in a decision to look 
into placing steel doors over bathroom doors and 
locking them to the public at night. Councilman 
Charles Corp asked City Administrator Jim McRea 
to see that the park restrooms are cleaned up by 
this weekend when the tennis tournament is sche¬ 
duled to raise funds for the Sierra Madre Police 
Dept. 

A new diving board and stand at approxi¬ 
mately $3000 will be installed at the municipal 
pool. And cleanup and service of a new hot water 
boiler tank at the municipal pool is scheduled 
to cost about $584. 

Councilmembers plan to reassign a police patrol 
unit, estimated to cost not more than $1000 for 
installation of radio, lights and painting, to be used 
by Fire Cheif Marc Mueller. This replaces one 
recently totaled by the chief.

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Kirk Mitchell 


The great-grandson of one of the founders of 
Sierra Madre has written a science fiction book 
that seems to be catching on in writing circles. 

Kirk Mitchell, the great grandson of Stephen 
Norris, and the grandson of George Norris who 
owned Roess Market before it was Roess Market, 
has written ‘‘Procurator,” a science fiction novel. 

Mitchell calls it ‘‘a novel of alternate history.” 
And the reason for this statement appears to 
answer ‘‘What if . . . Rome never fell?” What 
if Christ was spared? What if Rome ruled today, 
still waging war against the Northerners whom we 
have come to call Vikings? The term for this 
type of writing is called alternate history — 
describing what might happen in the present if 
some section of history had been altered. 

The novel is much different from most “sci-fis” 
since it does not deal in rockets soaring faster 


than the speed of light or lazer guns vaporizing 
enemies. Instead, more barbaric forms of trans¬ 
portation and weapons are featured. 

An aging German gladiator is the hero who 
investigates a new form of murder called massing 
that is done by remote control. 

The book has a unique twist in its final 
chapter, and those who enjoy science fiction will 
indeed enjoy this book. 

Author Mitchell is the son of Jack and Mauryne 
Mitchell of Sierra Madre. He graduated from 
Arroyo High School in El Monte and also from 
the University of Redlands. He graduated with 
honors from both and was also involved in jour¬ 
nalism there. 

Although this is his first book, his publisher. 
The Berkeley Publishing Group, is already ne¬ 
gotiating with him for second and third books.

A faw yaars ago I axchangad chur- 
chas with an English Ractor. Ha cama to 
Arcadia and, for almost a yaatr, I sarvad 
In hla littia country parish. It was a 
dailghtful and rafroshing axparlanca. Look¬ 
ing out tha windows of tha ractory was a 
dally panorama of ''Constabla-llka” living 
picturas. 

It was my custom to take our border 
collla and walk tha fields. One particular 
day a huge flight of starlings whaelsd 
Into sight, winging thair way to some 
unknown spot In response to the mys¬ 
terious call of nature. As I turned to 
watch them, they brought my attention to 
the old church, about a half mile distant. 

It was a picture of almost undescribable, 
bleak beauty, because In this northern 
clime spring had not advanced far. The 
church, set In Its halo of bare trees, 
seemed to blend with the land as If It 
wasn’t made, but grew there like the 
trees. 

It was strange and yet thrilling to 
consider that over 800 Easters had been 
celebrated there. Devoted monks offer¬ 
ing the mass for the people In tha “age 
of faith”; Victorian Rectors celebrating 
Holy Communion, unaware that their 
world wouldn’t last; and a host of others 
since. 

In the year 1313 A.D., a certain 
William, according to parish records, led 
the people In the Easter Eucharist, and It 
was awesome to me that I, another 
William, would be leading a similar cele¬ 
bration. 

It Is still awesome to me this year 
as I approach the Easter celebration. 

For 2000 years the Church has been 
proclaiming “now life — now hope” In 
the story of the resurrection. That gentle, 
agnostic, English poet, Thomas Hardy, 
once wrote about a thrush singing Its 
heart out on a bleak, cold day. It seemed 
so out of character with the time and 
conditions that Hardy ended his poem 
with these lines: 

“That I could think there trembled 

through his happy good night air 

Some blessed Hope, where of he ~ 

..., knew. And I was unaware.” 

It Is this blessed Hope we are aware 
of and celebrate this Easter — new 
life, new hope for ourselves and for our 
world. 

Let us pray for another, yet different 
“age of faith,” where love of mankind 
will hold equal sway with love of God.

Tips, Tales & Tantalizers 

At a recent rummage sale, 1 found another 
intriguing book. This one was about myths 
and folklore of the old west. It included 
the legent of the “lost treasure of Cucamonga.” 

It seems that a leading Los Angeles 
citizen, Don Tiburcio, bought the land in 
Cucamonga and built an adobe fortress on 
the highest hill where he could keep an eye 
on the Cucamonga Indians working in his 
fields. Gradually the fields were turned into 
vineyards and Tiburcio soon became very 
rich. 

At the outbreak of war, Tiburcio turned 
his paper money into coins and hid them in 
his fortress. One chest filled with gold coins 
was buried “near the west wing.” Naturally 
the word got out and with it came greed 
and eventually Tiburcio was murdered. 

The gold coins remained hidden, and even 
Tiburcio’s daughter searched in vain for 15 
years for the treasure. She sold the land to 
a successful business man, John Rains, who 
built his own winery and became very rich. 

However, occasionally there would appear 
an old gold coin and it was suspected that 
Rains had found the treasure. 

When Rains also would not divulge where 
the coins were hidden, he too was murdered. 
After his death in 1862, Rains’ wife sold the 
winery and the ranch .. . and possibly, 
too, the gold coins. 

Today the winery has been restored 
and is the oldest one in California. The 
fortress crumbled and was replaced by homes 
and a golf course. And who knows, maybe 
under the 12th hole is a fortune in gold 
coins.
